THE COAL MINES. 

United States Ooniiul .Sto\eim' Report to the 
State Dcpartineiit. 

Washinoton, May C. — Robert ,1. 
Stevens, United States Consul at Vic- 
toria, in a letter addressed M the state de- 
partment says: "There is a division hero 
as to tho eniiiloyment of Chinese even 
among tho minors, as many of them .ire 
|mid by lim ton of coal that they mine, 
and tiiey Botnetinii^s realize and oven 
i^l) per day. These men employ Cliineso 
at 81 or $l.nO per day to shovel and load 
vans,, and Hoinotimus even as tanipoi'R. 
The white minors perform but very little 
heavy labor themselves. 

"The mining regulalioiiH and laws of 
the province are excolleiil and thorough, 
but undor this prusBuri! they are being 
eoiiBidorod hy tho legislative a.saombly for 
aiiK^ndnient. During a dulmto reoontiy 
Mr. Dunsniuir gave somo of the causes 
tomling to produce an cxplosiun in the 
iiiineB, showing caieless and rocklo.s.s 
handling of explnHives liy white niiiiorH. 
The contest is mainly over the atiietidmont 
excluding Chinese from employment in 
the mines. NotwithBlnndiiig tho existing 
dopressiun in Nanniino and its vicinity, 
the coal fields of tho island are being 
explored and new mines will be de- 
veloped."

CARNARVON REPLIES TO PARNELL. 

Flan of Rule for 'reland-Iiaais for Irish Scilf- 

Governinent. 

London, May IL— Lord Carnarvon: in.' 
reply to Parnell explains the points of his 
idea of a proper basis for Irish self-gov- 
ernment as follows: '\ 

First-Supremacy of the crown and 
imperial parliament as the ultimate 're- > 
sort. 

Second — Control of tho police and ap- 
pointment of the juLliciary by tho crown. 

Third— Limitation of local taxation 
to such an extent as to prevent injustice. 

Fourth — Reasonable satisfying of the 
people of Ulster. 

Fifth — The whole to be preceded by 
somo land settlement. 

To those, Curnarvon uaya, must bo 
added the separation of the legislative and 
executive functions. He details very fully 
the difficulties of such a scheme, but, 
right or wrong, he aays, the scheme is 
utterly impossible now, Gladstone having 
destroyed all chanco of reasonable sottle- 
nieiit on such a basia. Lord Carnarv(ui 
then deals witli the crown colony idea in 
similar detail and gives his opinion that 
tliough the plan is a difficult one it ia not 
impossible. Ho says his ideas are solely 
Ilia own, and his late colleagues are in.no 
way responsible for them.

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ALBEKNI STEAM SERVICE. 



Tlio stoaiiior Muriol, which 1ms been 
subsidized by the provincial guveriuuent, 
has made her initial trip between Victoria 
and the thriving- settlement of Alberni, 
at the head of Barclay Sound. The ar- 
rangement was entered into at the earnest 
solicitation of the settlers of Alberni, who 
l),id arrived at the conclusion tliat with- 
out regular communicatiou with the outer 
world they could not hope to thrive and 
prosper as they would othorwiso do. The 
lirovincial authorities met them in a lib- 
uriil spirit and the steamer Muriel was 
subsidized to perform a bi-monthly ser- 
vice between the capital and Alberni. 
'I'luiugh small, the first round trip has 
denioiistratod that the steamer is well 
adapted for the service. We understand 
that on her arrival at Alberni, the set- 
tlers gave decided expression to the 
gratification wliich they felt at 
the wise action of the government in 
providing them with so important a factor 
in their progress. During the past sovenil 
years Alberni has slowly ndvuncod, thou 
the resources of the district were of such a 
nature as could have allowed of numh 
larger development. This was impossible 
on account cjf its isolation. However, now 
that it has secured communication with 
the trade centre of the province, uu 
impetus will undoubtedlji; be giyen to the 
cultivation of roots, fruits and cereals, and 
in Victoria a profitable market will be 
found for all their products. It will be 
remembered that the east coast settle- 
ments wore similarly encouraged in the 
earlier days, and have for many years 
been able to ufTord profitable trathc for 
ateamers. Alberni's future is a bright 
one, and in a few years there can be m 
ciucation that it will become a prosper 
ou8 agricutural, lumbering and fishing 
district. ^ 

VICTOEU'S FUTURE.

we have the shipping interest capable of 
vast development in the future; we have 



the mining intoroat, yet "only in its in- 
fancy; we have the fishing Interest, which 
steadily grows in importance, but above 
all, we reap the advantage of the "termin- 
al city" being so near to us, and we pro- 
pose-t9..:7j»nefib . more and more by the 
railway, 'which has already, unwillingly 
enough, done so inueh for us. What we 
want is more faith in our own future, and 
more enterprise in developing our re- 
sources and securing for ourselves the 
advantages which others might seek to 
win from us. Have we none in our 
midst williug to develop our mineral re- 
sources ? Are imelth^ furnaces an im- 
possibility, when the coal and iron are in 
close proximity? Oan we not develop 
our shipping interest by immediately pro- 
viding wharfage for the largest ocean 
steamers and by entering upon the ocean 
traffic ourselves ? Why should the lino to 
Australia not be ii Victoria ontorprise, 
and other channels open up for a mercan- 
tilo inarino which would outvio our neigh- 
bors V It must never bo forgotten that 
Providence helps those who help thoin- 
aelvcs — that it is the people who make 
the city, not the city the people. The 
annals of the world are filled with the 
achievements of those who have built u) 
prosperous communities by defying nature 
and subduing her, aa for example the 
Dutch who s vitchod their territory from 
the waves an '. became a mighty commer- 
cial people. have no such task set 
us. Nature lias been prodigal of her 
favors and surely we will deserve the 
world's contempt if we fail to make Vic- 
toria a great commerciivl centre. 

WOLSELEY SPEAKS OUT. 

Lord Wolseley'a spirited reply to Lord 
Salisbury aa cabled to Thk Colonist yes- 
terday was the occasion of much inter- 
esting comment, .ludgiiig by the tone of 
the dispatch it would appear that the 
warrior was more than a match for the 
statesman and there is every confidence 
that as a result of his public and patriotic 
utterances the army will be placed on a 
aoiiiulcr footing. Lord Wolscloy was not 
the first to sound tlie alarm. The speech 
of the Duke of Cambridge when he re- 
sponded to the toast of tho armj' at the 
banr|uet held in Fishmongora' Hall re- 
cently was practically a continuation of 
the oi)inion to which he had already 
given expression before the select com- 
mittee of the House of Cuiniiiona on the 
army estimates. From bis oflicial posi- 
tion and connection with the army, the 
uominander-hi-chiei knows better than 
any other man the extent of the capacities 
of the army. As regards, the poraonal 
and liuiiiaii constituents of tho force they, 
!i3 far aa they go, may be and undoubtedly 
are good aubstaiitial working material, 
but they are confessedly too small in 
nuiiibora. The Duke has declared his 
c(uiviction that, in view of tho present 
condition of European afl'aira, before the 
British army can be considorod on a sound 
footing the establishment ought to be in- 
creased by at least seven thousand men. 
Every regiment ought to have its com- 
plete number of ofiicers, and if emer- 
gency arose ho was ])u/zled to know 
whence and how thoy could be obtained. 
The distrust which he knov.-s is felt by a 
large section of the nation, and which he 
admittedly shares, is caused by the con- 
sciousnesa that England is not in the 
position, as regards tlio means of .Icfence, 
in which she ought to bo when tlio whole 
of Europe proaents the apectaole of a 
continent armed to the teeth and panting 
for war. Experience has shown that war 
fare has on each outbreak a tendency to 
become more and more a matter of sharp 
conflict and speedy decision, in which the 
force which admits of the speediest mob- 
ilisation has the distinct advantage. Now 
more than over the stiite of preparedness 
is the greatest of all guarantees against 
attack. While, on the other hand, the 
gross neglect of the navy, ita mon- 
strous maiiageinent, its preposterous in- 
etUcionciea, are an old song now, it 
is a song which the pooiile are listening to 
at last with an attentive ear. it is iinpoK- 
sible for them not to see the increasing 
probabilities of an attack on Britain's [los- 
sessions abroad— on certain which are 
essential to the safety of the empire, on 
its commerce, including that upon wliicli 
England depends for food, and even on 
tho homo acaboard. 'i'hey note tli.it while 
only 11 few years ago the man who talked 
of possible invasion was hniiilii'il al, mm 
it ia <ipenly discussed as ipiitooii tlie cards 
by the greatest naval anil inilitiiry au- 
tlun-itics of the il.ay and dciiied liy nobody. 
At the sami! tiniu these ontsichirs, the 
people of England, observe that the soi l 
of Minister, departmental and other, who 
has hitherto been always ready to "reas- 
sure" the country witli a farrago of state- 
ments, half ignorant an({ half dishonest, 
is not so forward now in that very bad 
business; but, constrained bj'' the presence 
of facta from which coiicciilnient has been 
stripped, makes .iilmissiona Hignilicant (jf 
miiii; that should In; iiilmittod. And iml. 
ing all this the country is fast waking up 
to it.s ..rue jiositioii in these inoiii'.'nl oii^ 
atl'airs ; anil we fancy we cm 
hoar already the first wliisperingH 
of a storm which the (iovern- 
iiiunt had better prepare for in time. 
All admiral or two have made themselves 
lieaid in the i)lainest language of revela- 
tion and warning; and Lord Wolseloy's 
speech will have left a jirofound impres- 
aioii upon all who heard it delivered and 
which will have ita efl'ect on all who re.id 
it in print. We know who Lord Wolsc- 
loy is; we know the jiositioii he holds; we 
know the authority he speaks with; and 
while every Englishman must aiijilaud the 
courage with which -stirred by the spec- 
taelo presented by army and navy in times 
like these, he denounced government by 
party, that durae . of modern England, 
which is sapping .,and undermiiiukg the 
foundations of the country, which is de- 
priving its -statbsmen of the manly iion- 
eaty whion was ohoe their characteristic- 
while, wosiiy, every Englishman, and son 
of Englialniian, will applaud Lord Wolse- 
loy's courage in venturing on these de- 
nuncintiuiiB, Bhanio must be felt that such 
men are forced to say such tliin;;s. We 
may bo absolutely ciu taiii that thoy would 
not apeak as they are now S])eaking if 
they did not feel that all considerations of 
etiipietto and tlio rest of it must bo cast 
aside.

Dalay of Men of r»-oporty— l,f|-al E». 
lireiiiiiana — A Simple Will. 

The numerous instances > on •''record o£ 
the trouble and litigation which have 
arisen from the doubtful expression and 
intention of test;itoi-s, omissions, loss of 
the docniiieiit, their destiii<:tioii by 
vermin and olliersvi.se, would lill an in- 
teresting volume. The dehiy, too, of 
men of property in making their wills 
till they iK'i'onu! luentully incapable, or 
death prevenls their doing so, iia if it 
were executing a ''de.'itli wurruiit" in- 
stead of ftcttliiig a siin|)le business trnns- 
aetion. is to be regretted. 

Aiiioii}^ numeions celebnited eases may 
be meiUioiied tliat of the great real jirop- 
erty lawyer, the lalo Lord St. Leonards, 
whose will could not be found, and was 
supposed 111 liav(? been buried hidden 
about his jiersoii. Other eniiiient law- 
yers have failed to ;ii)point executors, 
omitted the liiito or some important 
clause or word wi,ieh has callod for the 
intervention of the court and ofteh re- 
sulted in depriving persons of what the 
testator iiiteiideil tlieiii to have, to the 
enrieliiii^; of ollins, thus in some in- 
slaiiee.s Koinji; lo prove that the '•inuii 
wlio is bis own lawyer has a fool for a 
client."

Mr. Sanderson came to Victoria for tho 
purpose of obtaining tlio machinory for a 
catamaran steamer to be placed on the 
route between Revelstoko and tlie mouth 
of tho Kootenay. The double hulls will 
lie fifty-two feet in length and fifteen feet 
over all iu breadtli. The Albion Iron 
works commenced yosterday on tho work 
of making tho maohinorj . The eataiuaraii 
will have a carrying capacity of fifteen 
tons. It is being built specially for s|ioed 
and light draught, as it will be run during 
the low water of spring and fall. The 
steamer will be built at Rovelstoke, and 
will be ready for traffic in about two 
months.

Ward, seconded 
by Mr. Thbs. Earle, that the disposal of 
the two acres donated by Mr. .f. D. Peiii- 
berton to the.Jiibileehospital be left to the 
discretion of the President and Secretary. 
The latter were authorized to act imme- 
diately ill order to reali^ the value of the 
land, for the purpose of adding the 
amount to the building fund. 

Moved by Mr. C. E. Rodfern, seconded 
by Mr. Tlioa. Earlo, that the building 
committee be thanked for their valuable 
services to this date. Carried. 

The functions of tho building commit- 
tee having ceased, it waa moved by Mr. 
Thos. Earle, seconded by Mr. Alex. Wil-
